to the New Bedford Whaling Museum. She brings that 
information to her readers. 

"I knew about whaling and New Bedford's 
whaling history/' she said, "but I didn't know about New 
Bedford's involvement in the Underground Railroad. 
It seemed that at the time I was growing up, it wasn't 
something that was publicized or known." 

Russell's inspiration for the book came from her 
knowledge of the challenges of a whaleman's life and the 
Cape Verdean ancestry of modern New Bedford. 

"I thought it was very interesting there was a 
strong Cape Verdean population in New Bedford [in 
the nineteenth century]. They were people of color, but 
separate from the fugitive slaves," Russell said. 

Russell attributed her novel's connection between 
whaling and the Underground Railroad to historical 
fact: fugitive slaves often found work as New Bedford 
whalemen, as Frederick Douglass once did. 

Chasing the Nightbird was a long project for 
Russell, taking the better part of 10 years for completion. 

"I don't want to discourage anyone. It was kind 
of a long process, but it was long because I was learning 
to write at the time." 

The staff of the Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
highly recommends Chasing the Nightbird, which is aimed 
at middle school children. 

"I've read it and I like it a lot," Children's 
Librarian Linda Burke said. "It's a very good story. It's

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any way to reliably win this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming. Put the 
cat in a bathroom or other small room without 
beds to hide under. If your first attempt at plac- 
ing the cat in the crate either head first or hind 
feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a towel 
and then put the towel and the cat in the crate.

Ned's Point Lighthouse Open For Tours 

By Eric Tripoli 

Have you ever wondered what a 19th century 
lighthouse looks like inside and up close? Now is your 
chance. Ned's Point Lighthouse in Mattapoisett will be 
open this summer for tours of the historic beacon. 

Built in 1837 and first illuminated in 1838, the 
lighthouse has served both as a warning light for inbound 
vessels and as the unofficial trademark of the town 
of Mattapoisett. The light was even decommissioned 
from 1952 until 1961, though an old newspaper article 
from 1957 indicates that the United States Coast Guard 
continued operation from April 15 to October 15. 

"I remember reading that at the time. I was 
summering here," said Burt Theriault, member of the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary Flotilla 67, the group that adopted 
the lighthouse in 1993. "Ours was the first unit in the 
country to adopt a lighthouse." 

Theriault has been the civilian manager of Ned's 
Point since 2000 and is responsible for basic maintenance 
of the building, such as: painting, cleaning, and 
performing small repairs. 

"It's named for one of the old owners, Edwin 
"Ned" Dexter," said Theriault. 

While the tour hours are limited, the lighthouse 
draws interest from far and wide. Jean Deliz lives in 
Virginia Beach most of the year, but spends a lot of her

materials and methods of robotic construction. 

But at the Marion Natural History Museum on 
Saturday, July 14, kids ages 10 and up were invited to take 
part in a robot-building session, eschewing traditional 
materials and tools like steel and arc welders. Instead, 
these kids were using LEGO bricks from the robot-based 
Mindstorms collection, which incorporates light, audio, 
and motion sensors that respond to software that is 
programmable by the kids.

her husband donated the first robot LEGO sets to the 
program in hopes of attracting kids to a more hands-on 
approach to science and discovery. 

''We wanted to get kids into engineering. I think 
there's a real interest out there/' she said. 

While the interest of the children may be strong, 
the program has been offered sporadically due to a lack 
of volunteers to guide the children through the building 
process. 

Sidney Batchelder, a summer resident of 
Mattapoisett, helped revive the program a few years ago, 
partly because of his history with LEGO robots and his 
current studies in robotics and engineering at Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. 

"As a kid, I had my own LEGO robotics kit and I 
loved it from the day I got it," he said. 

A few years ago, he found a write-up online 
about the robotics program at the Marion Natural History 
Museum from 2005. He contacted Leidhold in hopes of 
taking part in the activity last year and returned to help 
out this summer. 

"This is a good start, but it could get better," 
he said, citing the need for more volunteers and newer 
used laptop computers from which to run the LEGO 
programming software. 

Batchelder managed to talk one of his peers from 
WPI into joining him as a volunteer. Daniel Miller, who is 
originally from Nashua, New Hampshire, jumped at the

opportunity to work with the kids and to build his own 
robotic creations. 

'1 got the kit when I was nine and I didn't stop 
using it until college/' he said. 

As a youth, he said he would attend a summer 
day camp that was focused on robotics. Later, he went on 
to teach the program to the new generation of potential 
engineers. After college, he has plans to start a robotics 
company, but not before he has some more real-world 
experience under his belt. 

''Before that happens, I'd like to work in the 
industry After that, I'd like to get into teaching robotics 
and physics," he said.

more than 10 kids, due to the amount of computers and 
volunteers available. 

"In order to get enough one-on-one time for the 
kids, we have to keep it small,'' Leidhold said. 

On Saturday, three excited, young robot-builders 
showed up to try their hands at building free-style bots 
using only their imaginations as their blueprints. 

"I like LEGO because you build something, then 
take it apart and add things to it. And if it breaks, you can 
fix it/' said 10-year-old Rochester resident Nathan Perry. 
Though Perry has never built robots before, he has loved 
playing with LEGO since he was three. At the museum. 
Perry was well on his way to constructing a car powered 
by a manual air pump. 

"Fve never done robots with LEGO before, but I 
have done robots,'' said Roddy Kavanagh. 

The 11 -year-old Point Connett resident said he 
became interested in robots after his godfather showed him 
a tin can bot with specialized claws that could pick things 
up. He was working on creating a two- wheeled remote- 
controlled robot with a swinging drill bit on the front end. 

The third participant, Matthew Bridge of Wareham, 
built a stationary, two-legged robot with one arm that 
wielded an axe, and another arm that flung a whip. 

'T like how you can program them to do almost 
anything," he said. Bridge, who plays with LEGO every 
day, said he plans to build robots when he grows up.

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requesting the board to grant four waivers from Marion 
bylaws. 

"We're proposing a two-lot subdivision/' Morse 
said. "We met with the board informally two months ago 
to go over these waivers and prepare the plans [for the 
public hearing]." 

The first waiver Morse requested would reduce 
the right-of-way. 

"Your rules and regulations require a 50-foot 
right-of-way.

from the residents, who were largely concerned with the 
issue of drainage in the River Road neighborhood and the 
proposed installation of retaining walls. 

The current plans for the subdivision would 
necessitate two reductions in setbacks for the catch basin 
for the new drainage system, which Morse declared 
would not exacerbate the neighborhood's existing 
problems with flooding. A total of three new drainage 
systems would be installed, two for the new lots and 
one for the cul-de-sac that would serve as the shared 
driveway. 

"We have two catch basins at the throat of the 
cul-de-sac,'' Morse said, "which directs storm water to 
an infiltration basin. The location is set up to pick up as 
much water from the cul-de-sac as we can." 

One abutter of the proposed catch basin, Ted 
Gregory, questioned Morse about the effect that the catch 
basin would have on the flooding of his basement. 

"The concern is going to be drainage," Gregory 
said in his objection. 

Another resident, Mildred Cooper, voiced similar 
concerns. 

"I always have water in my basement and I don't 
live at the bottom of the hill," she said. 

Morse replied that his calculations were based 
on the River Road area, but that he could perform more 
calculations tailored to the abutters of the proposed catch 
basin and include them with the revised plan. 
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Many residents, and the board members, were 
concerned about how the drainage system would be 
maintained, particularly because the current storm drains 
have not been serviced in almost 15 years. 

"The road and the drainage system would be 
owned by a homeowner's association that would be 
responsible for maintenance of the drainage systems,'' 
Morse answered. 

Resident John Beck, when voicing his concerns 
about the underground water flow, proposed another 
solution. 

''What if you drained some of the water off the 
cul-de-sac into the center, where it's grass?" Beck asked. 

Morse estimated that possibly half or maybe even 
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two-thirds of the run-off might fit into a catch basin at the 
center of the cul-de-sac, which he would research for the 
revised plan. 

Cooper opened the discussion of the last waiver, 
which called for a reduction of the leveling area from 
100 feet for a three percent grade to only 50 feet. Morse 
said this reduction would be necessary to maintain the 
grade between the abutting properties and would require 
installation of retaining walls varying between four and 
five feet high. 

"It's approximately 150 feet of wall," Morse said. 

While the Planning Board voted to grant the 
waiver for the right-of-way, it chose to hold off on the 
remaining three waivers. 

"ril respond with a response letter and revised 
plans," Morse said. 

The public hearing for the River Road subdivision 
will continue on Monday, August 20 at 7:10 pm. 

In other news, the Planning Board approved the 
ANR Plan for 223 Converse Road and permitted Rodger 
Tangeline, representing a property from Indian Cove, 
to subdivide under the bylaw exception for properties 
existing with multiple buildings. 

"You have the absolute right to divide the 
property as you have," Vice Chairman Patricia McArdle 
said, "but the consequences [I don't know]." 

McArdle advised Tangeline to consider the official 
subdivision process, even at a greater cost, to ensure that

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the lots are buildable. 

"A lot of us would probably waive most of those 
requirements/' McArdle said. ''You need to go through 
those avenues [town fire and police chiefs and building 
inspector] and again, we can't guarantee it's a buildable 
lot." 

In its last business, the Planning Board spoke to 
representatives from the Marion Energy Management 
Committee about the joint project of writing a solar bylaw 
to present at Town Meeting this fall.

The previous balloon test was held on a Friday 
afternoon for four hours, at a time when most residents 
were out of town working. The Planning Board felt 
that the test was unfair and inadequate and requested 
Industrial Communications fly another test over the 
course of two days, where the balloon would be visible 
most of the day. 

The company plans to hold the new test on 
Friday, September 14, 2012 to Saturday, September 15, 
2012 from 8:00 am to 6:00 pm each day. 

In other business, the Mattapoisett Planning 
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Board approved the division of a parcel of land on 
Oakland Street, one that currently has two existing 
dwellings. 

"When you have two houses on the same lot, you 
can split it in half, according to the law,'' said Planning 
Board member John Mathieu. 

About two years ago, Nancy J. Perry and Louis 
F. Klein, Jr. approached the Board with a plan to cut the 
parcel into two divisions, allowing a dwelling to remain 
on each subdivision. They also planned to raze one 
dwelling to construct a new home that would utilize an 
existing garage on the property. The Board unanimously 
approved the plans as presented.

Units Released to The Pines at Hathaway Pond

Representatives of The Pines at Hathaway Pond 
spoke to the full Rochester Planning Board at its regular 
meeting Tuesday evening about obtaining a final release 
for their remaining four units. In a misunderstanding, the 
representatives believed that the building of infrastructure 
on the land would satisfy the Planning Board in exchange 
for the release. 

"They had a [catch] basin to build that has since 
been built, but there was still some landscaping in the 
plan to be done,'' Chairman Arnold Johnson said. "Those 
four units would be released contingent that they meet 
the entire plan, be it landscaping, be it infrastructure, be it 
roads." 

The Planning Board discussed potentially 
reworking the covenant so that they could release all four 
units. 

"We don't want to make it messier," board 
member Susan Teal said. 

Ultimately, the board voted to release two of 
the units, with the developer to select which this week, 
while it will hold the remaining two units to ensure that 
the developer fully realizes his plans for The Pines at 
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Hathaway Ponds. Board member Gary Florindo abstained 
from the vote. 

'If it was in the plan that we approved, then we 
have to hold you to it/' Johnson told the representatives. 

His words were echoed by board member John 
DeMaggio. 

''We have to hold them to the plan. Consistency is 
key" DeMaggio said. 

In its other business, the Planning Board 
discussed the right-to-farm bylaw, which it is in the 
process of preparing. Currently, the board has two model 
bylaw documents. 

Teal made a motion, that did not carry, to accept 
the model with the understanding that there were three 



potential areas for revision: the soil board, the water- 
protection overlay district, and the disclosure notices. 

"I don't think we need a motion, we have the 
understanding of the board," Johnson said. "On Thursday 
morning we'll get the model bylaw and the one we found 
on the computer today to [Town Council]." 

After the review process by Town Council, 
the bylaw documents would go before the Board of 
Selectmen, who would direct them to the Planning Board 
for another review process by public hearing. 

In its third and final act of business, the Planning 
Board selected a date and time for its site visit of the 
Little Quittacas Solar Project, which is located off North 
Avenue.

organizations dedicated to children in Jamaica. My first 
task is to complete an extensive cross-cultural analysis of 
the bullying problem worldwide, identifying common 
cultural contributors to bullying escalation, compiling and 
summarizing news stories from around the globe about 
this epidemic, and describing the best strategies and 
bullying prevention programs available. A key component 
of my work on this ever-growing document is an analysis 
and discussion of the pervasive homophobia in Caribbean 
countries contributing to the most serious and violent 
bullying perpetrated against children perceived to be gay, 
whether or not they are.

and the leading contributing factor was a leak or break in 
hoses or other equipment. 

Let us run through a worst-case scenario. You're 
happily cooking away and everyone is drooling at the 
amazing smells wafting their way. You are the champion 
of the grill and everybody loves you.

and grill. If the leak stops, a professional should service 
the grill before use. If the leak does not stop, contact 
the Fire Department. If you happen to smell gas while 
cooking, immediately step away from the grill, evacuate 
the area and contact the Fire Department by dialing 911. 

Safe barbequing can be accomplished by 
following these simple grilling safety tips. 

• Propane and charcoal barbeque grills should 
only be used outdoors. 

• The grill should be placed well away from 
the home, deck railings, and out from under eaves and 
overhanging branches. 



• Keep children and pets away from the grill area. 

• Periodically remove grease or fat build-up in 
trays below the grill so a hot grill cannot ignite it. 

• Never leave your grill unattended. 

• Never add charcoal starter fluid when coals 
or kindling have already been ignited and NEVER use 
any flammable or combustible liquid other than charcoal 
starter fluid to get the fire going. 

•When you are finished grilling, let the coals 
completely cool before disposing into a metal container.

Mattapoisetf s Smith Re- 
calls Olympic Experience 

In just about a week, the 
world's best athletes will travel 
to London to compete in the 
most prestigious athletics com- 
petition in the world. Despite 
training for their entire lives, the 
Olympic Games is an event that 
only a small fraction of athletes 
will ever get to experience. Geoff 
Smith, a Great Britain native

and Mattapoisett resident, is one of the few 
elite athletes who has had the opportunity 
and honor of representing his country at the 
Olympics. 

"I was overwhelmed,'' said Smith 
about qualifying for the 1980 Summer Olym- 
pics in Moscow. "I was over the moon." 

Smith isn't your typical Olympic 
success story. While he grew up playing and 
excelling at most traditional sports, he never 
received formal training. He was around the 
age of 19 and working as a firefighter when 
he joined his first running club in 1976. 

"You name a sport and I've done it. 
Rugby, cricket, track and field," said Smith. 
"When I joined the running club, they saw 
me as a potential racer." 

After joining the club, the coaches 
put Smith on a four-year training plan in 
order to prepare him for the Moscow Olym- 
pics. The goal was to take 30 seconds off his 
time each year. Smith was out running every 
day, competing in races both locally and in 
Europe, and making a name for himself on 
the running circuit. 

"I walked in off the streets and sud- 
denly I was the best guy in the club," said 
Smith. "I just tried my best. I'm super com- 
petitive at everything." 

By June of 1979, Smith was the fast- 
est racer in the world in the 10,000-meter 
event after finishing with the fastest time at a 
dual meet in Northern England. But shortly 
after that race. Smith's progress came to a 
screeching halt when he got shin splints 
prior to racing in the European Cup Semifi- I 
nals. I 

Smith took the rest of the summer off 
from training, and in August, he went to see 
a specialist about his pain. The doctor recom- 
mended an exploratory surgery, and after the 
procedure was finished, he concluded that 
Smith has Compartment Syndrome, ulti- 
mately landing him in a cast from his foot to 





his hip until October. 

"My leg was completely withered," Smith said. 
"I went on vacation and sat on the beach with socks 
filled with sand doing leg raises every day for two 
weeks. When I got back, I started to run and got myself 
back quick." 

Smith's hard work during rehabilitation paid 
off. When he attended the Olympics trials in 1980, he 
won his event with flying colors. 

"It all sort of came together for the trials," Smith 
said. "No one expected me to win, but I won by more 
than half of a lap." 

The 1980 Olympics marked Smith's first large 
international race. 

"You're just excited," he said. "I was just 
walking around looking at the stars." 

While Smith didn't win a medal at 
the 1980 Games, he did walk away with a 
plethora of experience and only continued 
to grow as a runner. In 1983, he participated 
in the New York City Marathon, finishing 
in second place by just nine seconds off the 
leader. He won the Boston Marathon in both 
1984 and 1985. In 1985, despite having to 
walk and stretch out due to cramps, he still 
won by five minutes with a time of 2:14:30. 

Smith made one last trip to the World 
Championships in 1987. In 1989, he made 
the decision to reduce his races to 5K's and 
lOK's. While training one day, he fell and 
hurt his hip. When he went to the doctor's 
office, the news he heard was startling. He 
had developed Arthritis. 

"He told me I wouldn't run anymore," 
said Smith. "I went from being one of the 
top five runners in the world to being told I 
wouldn't run anymore. I didn't believe it." 

But by Christmas of that year. Smith 
knew he had to hang up his professional 
running career. Luckily, he had completed a 
degree at Providence College, so he was able 
to work as a stockbroker for ten years before 
becoming a teacher in Mattapoisett. While he 
is not running competitively, he still coaches 
and serves as a motivational speaker to local 
groups. 

Although he hasn't run competitively 
in over 20 years on the elite level, the reason 
Smith fell in love with the sport still remains 
fresh in his mind. 

"You feel so good," he said. "Going out 
and running and feeling like you're flying 
through the air. It's like you're invincible. 
That's the best thing about running."

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Drugs are Bad

Savages, Starring Taylor Kitsch and Blake Lively. Directed by 
Oliver Stone. Running time: 131 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Savages, the new drug thriller directed by Oliver Stone, 
has been getting a bit of a bum rap. This hard-charging con- 
troversialist doesn't always need to poke America's soft spots; 
sometimes he just wants to have a good lowdown time, as he did 
in his freaky U-Turn fifteen years ago. Savages would make a fine 
double bill with U-Turn, up to the point where many viewers will 
bail — when Stone delivers a tragic ending, apparently along the 
lines of Don Winslow's source novel, and then rescinds it. For me, 
though, the "happy ending" actually politicizes the movie more 
than a crime-does-not-pay finale would have. It also says a lot 
about the Hollywood system in which Stone is expected to work 
these days. If Universal nudged Stone's hand here, are they aware 
they've given a happily-ever- after to drug dealers? 

Those dealers are almost cartoonishly whitebread: Chon 
(Taylor Kitsch), a veteran of Iraq and Afghanistan who picked up 
some excellent seeds during his tours, and Ben (Aaron Johnson), 
a do-gooder with a minor in botany. They're both in love with 
Ophelia (Blake Lively), or "O," and the three of them run a highly 
prosperous weed business out of Laguna Beach and are happy as 
clams until a Mexican cartel wants in. Ben and Chon try to fake 
out the cartel and split for Indonesia, but the Mexicans kidnap O, 
and the plot thickens. The cartel's scary enforcer is Lado (Benicio 
del Toro), who likes to strike terror with chainsaws and whips, 
but the true mastermind is Elena Sanchez (Salma Hayek), who 
wears her hair in cruel black bangs. Even Lado is afraid of her. 
You might be, too. Stone has seldom known what to do with the 
women in his largely masculine films, but he gets a vivid, iconic 
portrait of corrupt humanity out of Hayek. After this and Frida, 
isn't it time to admit that Hayek is one of our great actresses? 

The story has many branches, including a dirty DEA 
agent (John Travolta), a perhaps too sensitive Mexican tasked 
to watch over O, and mostly faceless war buddies of Chon's 
who always seem ready to drop everything and sit around in the 
desert with sniper rifles for him. Travolta is probably never better 
here than when Chon has just stabbed him in the hand and he 
seems less physically wounded than affronted in his soft spot, his 
dignity. Everyone here, indeed, has a soft spot, as Ben points out 




in one of his more 
lucid moments. 
Travolta's other 
soft spot is his wife, 
expiring of cancer 
at home; he avails 
himself of some 
of Ben and Chon's 
weed to make his 
wife's chemo more 
bearable. This leads to Travolta's other fine moment, when Ben 
asks how his wife is doing and Travolta says simply, "She's dy- 
ing," and we're reminded of the vulnerable actor who moved us in 
Blow Out and Saturday Night Fever. 

Savages goes like a speedboat — its two hours and 
eleven minutes streak by. Stone shows a strong taste for brutality 
here; this is possibly his most splattery film since Natural Born 
Killers, and the presence of freshly chainsawed heads, skulls per- 
forated in close-up, and the hard-to-watch fate of a man accused 
of being a DEA rat speaks volumes about how tolerant the MPAA 
is of violence these days. There's also a good deal of sex (though 
no nudity from Blake Lively, much to her fans' chagrin, no doubt) 
and, of course, near-constant drug use. Savages muscles its way 
into the heart of the hermetic superhero summer, sweating and 
cursing and bleeding. In its way, it's a throwback to '70s cinema, 
where nobody was all good or all bad, before George Lucas' 
black-and-white chessboard design mapped itself over American 
entertainment. 

This is by no means Oliver Stone's best work — neither 
was U-Turn. But it's his best work in well over a decade. He has 
a story here and he sticks to it, jazzing it up visually every so 
often, though never calling attention to his technique. He seems 
to be done with the Cuisinart style, as well as the Indian mystics 
who used to pop up in every Stone movie of the '90s. If he has 
a muse this time, it's Buddhist: Ben is a follower of the Dalai 
Lama's teachings (up to a point), and O is referred to as a lotus. 
The comic tragedy of the movie is that nobody practices non-at- 
tachment. Stone, a self-described Buddhist himself, makes movies 
that would horrify a monk but, in their rough fashion, stand as 
fairly memorable illustrations of the Four Noble Truths. Stone's 
movies are full of what Buddhists call hungry ghosts, craving 
sensation and wealth, trying haplessly to fill a void in themselves. 
That double ending starts to make sense: it's Stone saying "This is 
what could happen. And this is also what could happen. You have 
a choice." The ghosts stop feeding and become people.
